YE OLDE

The editor was impressed in 1982 by 
a limited number of very successful 
shooters who use one ten and a half 
pound rifle to fire all three of the varmint 
classes. Don Geraci, Jef Fowler, Ed 
Watson, and Lester Bruno are a few 
names that come to mind along this idea. 
Certainly their shooting in 1982 esta- 
blishes that the optimum ten and a half 
pound rifle performance is not too far off 
from the thirteen and a half pounder. Both 
Jef and Lester use a solid bottom rifle 
action... . Jef uses a Hall action, Lester 
uses an unsleeved XP-100 .... giving

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rise to the opinion of using as small and 
rigid an action as possible, and putting all 
the extra weight available into the barrel. 
Then, once you think this is the ultimate 
answer, here’s Watson with a sleeved 
XP-100, and Geraci with a sleeved Rem- 
ington 700 ... . Reminds me of a history 
teacherloncehad....at the endofeach 
class, ‘‘Are there any questions?’’ Fol- 
lowing the invariable and inevitable si- 
lence, he would then ask... . ‘‘Well then, 
are there any answers?” 

One thing we saw often enough in the 
big 1982 matches .... when the wind 
started to blow at 200 yards, an expe- 
rienced wind shooter was going to walk 
away with the grand agg, and what he did 
at 100 yards was almost academic.... 
witness performances by Bob DeMon- 
stoy, Phil Sauer, Allie Euber, Francis 
Broussard, and Don Geraci, among 
others. 

Hope you enjoy our articles this month. 
Let me make one point though .... we 
are, these days, publishing a few con- 
troversial articles on shooting and 
equipment. We’re trying to get a few new 
theories in front of you. For years, this 
publication was thought of as one which 
was a leader in fresh, new conceptual 
thought, and at some unidentifiable point 
in time, we kind of went astray. Don’t 
expect to agree with all the articles that 
we publish, it just won't happen. We'll be 
happy to just get your old gray matter 
functioning again!

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Dear Dave: 

Your editorial in the November 1982 
P.S. made mention of the Waldog 
cartridge as developed by Dan Dowling of 
10919 West 59th Place, Arvada, Colo- 
rado 80004. The Waldog is not a6mm as 
reported, but is a shortened (.125”) 22 
PPC and is proving itself to be an ex- 
tremely accurate cartridge. Several 
shooters in South Dakota, Colorado, and 
here in Utah are using it and are expe- 
riencing very good results. 

We chronographed it at the Morrison, 
Colorado range last summer and for eight 
shots from a 20” barrel we averaged 
3370 FPS instrumental velocity with only 
a 35 FPS deviation. This was achieved 
with IMR 4198 powder. WW 748 shoots 
very well also, but insofar as | know, 
hasn't been shot over a chronograph. 

One interesting point about the ’Dog, 
is that case life seems to be exceptionally 
good. | have a heavy bench Waldog that 
Dan built last fall and have fired around 
500 rounds through it. Using the original 
20 cases | have not experienced any 
_ serious loosening of primers or stretching 
of cases. 

This rifle shoots far beyond my limited 
capabilities when loading IMR 4198 and 
Walt Berger’s excellent 52 grain bullets. 

Incidentally, the Waldog derived its 
name from Woody Woodside, intrepid 
Colorado bench rest shooter, raconteur, 
judge of fine whiskey, and owner of one 
of the first ‘Dogs. His first name and 
middle initial happen to be Waldo G. 
(Woody also makes the celebrated 
W.S.H. Bullets; and figure out what that 
appellation means if you can.) 

If any P.S. readers are interested in the 
Waldog, | recommend that they give Dan 
a call at (303) 422-6884. He will answer 
any questions (loves to talk) and will also 
pass along secret information as to how 
to boost the grocery money to pay for one 
of the bloody things.

As you requested, here is some ma- 
terial for your ‘‘whenever’’ file. Regarding 
the part on barrel cleaning, keep after 
Rick Hornbeck. He wrote me that he has 
been working on something along these 
lines that should be of interest to the 
readers of Precision Shooting. But he’s 
being very secretive. 

The ‘'22 BB” (‘Bearded Boomer’’) has 
become the 22 SML. In addition to the 
barrel | have chambered, we have now 
chambered one up for a customer who is 
reporting excellent results. This is a 
varmint hunting cartridge which is more 
properly the 5.6 x 50 - 40°. Performance 
— and accuracy — is similar to that of 
the 22 Br.... able to closely approach 
the performance (and better the accu- 
racy) of the 22-250 with about 25% less 
powder. There will be more information 
when my Go Fast die (Full Length sizer) 
arrives from RCBS.

| can’t decide if the Powers That Be at 
Remington are ultimately responsible for 
the term ‘‘planned obsolescence’”’ or 
there are a bunch of shooters floating 
around who are a brick shy of a full load. 
My indecision evolves from the problems 
with brass for the Remington BR car- 
tridges .... more specifically, the total 
lack of it. 

| normally pride myself on my astute 
consumerism. | wouldn’t be caught dead 
buying a new car without an engine or a 
house without a roof. You learn stuff like 
that when you’re born and raised in that 
heavenly little section of eastern lowa 
where they pride themselves more in 
raising watermelons than in growing corn 
and soybeans. 

I've got not one, but two, barrels 
chambered for Remington Br cartridges 
— a 22 and a 6mm. Instead of walking 
around thinking that I’m ready for any- 
thing, I’m beginning to wonder if I’m not 
one, but two, bricks short of a full load. 

Sure, | knew from the outset there 
weren't any factory-formed cases. But 
the story was that factory-formed brass 
would be available Soon” — if not from 
Remington then from one or two other 
sources. | figured | could ‘‘get by’ without 
buying an expensive set of forming dies. 
Well, that was five or six years ago, and 
about all I’ve seen in the interim is an 
increase in the cost of forming dies. 

The worst part of the whole situation 
is the fact that the Remington BR is an 
excellent cartridge. Both the 22 caliber 
and the 6mm versions are excellent 
choices for benchrest shooting (limited, 
of course, by the lack of good cases), and 
the 22 caliber version is potentially one of 
the best varmint hunting cartridges 
around. However, with forming dies now 
running anywhere from $160 to $250, | 
doubt many shooters who haven't al- 
ready been stung will be highly motivated 
to give the BR a try. 

| recently chronographed my 22 BR, 
which is fitted with a stubby little 
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THE Shooters’ Accessory Box

19%-inch barrel, at slightly more than 
3500 fps using cases which were formed 
from Federal 308 Nickel Match brass. 
Given a barrel of more normal length and 
thinner cases with greater capacity, 
velocities of 3600 to 3650 fps should be 
no problem. The varmint hunters among 
us are sure to scream the 22-250 will do 
that and more. True, but I’ve seen pre- 
cious few 22-250s that will shoot at those 
velocities and exhibit the accuracy you 
can wring out of the 22 BR. 

The three Remington BR cartridges 
have floated from the 70s into the 80s on 
a cloud — a cloud of rumors. Annually, 
if not even more frequently, we hear the 
same story: factory-formed brass is 
coming .... most likely in the 7mm 
configuration. There have been a couple 
of runs of factory-formed 7mm cases, 
and shooters who have used the stuff 
report excellent results. It seems logical 
— at least in a corn-fed, lowa-bred way 
— if the Powers that Be at Remington 
have already spent the money for tooling 
to make a couple of runs of cases, they 
could make them up for sale to the public. 

The last story | heard came from a 
shooter out East who heard it from a guy 
who works at Remington who, for all | 
know, pieced it together from the Ex- 
ecutive Shredder. The meat of the latest 
rumor was that we’ll see factory-formed 
cases by March of ’83 or we won't see 
them at all. 

Come on, Remington, give us a break! 

Being very closely associated with the 
notion that barrel cleanliness and accu- 
racy potential go hand in hand, we've 
recently been experimenting with a 
product for cleaning that we think is the 
nuts. 

We're not claiming to be original in this 
area as the ‘‘tip’’ that got us started came 
from Louisiana shooter Louis Langlinais 
who picked it up from Carroll Green. 

The product is Quicksilver Engine 
Cleaner which is available from Mercury 
Outboard Motor dealers — and nowhere 
else that we know of. Having experi- 
mented with the stuff for quite some time, 
we’ve reached a couple of conclusions: 
First, it does one heck of a good job in 
removing the baked-on/swaged-on 
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fouling that builds up in barrels and, 
second, it doesn’t harm the barrel in any 
way. 

The following method was suggested 
by Langlinais: 

1) Brush the bore thoroughly with 
Hoppe’s and, after making six to eight 
passes through the barrel, leave the 
brush sticking out of the muzzle. 

2) Squirt some Quicksilver Engine 
Cleaner, which is an aerosol foam, onto 
the brush. 

3) Brush the bore thoroughly with 
Quicksilver then allow it to stand in the 
bore for 15 or 20 minutes while you do 
your loading for the next relay. 

4) Dry the bore out with patches, 
wipe out the chamber, and you’ re ready 
to go. 

For those who are a little weak-kneed 
about running engine cleaner through a 
good barrel, P.J. Hart has already said 
that Quicksilver should contain nothing 
that would harm a barrel in any way. 

To the tip from Langlinais we would 
add the following: After cleaning and 
drying the barrel, you might want to push 
a patch through which has been lightly 
dampened with Hoppe’s. The solvent will 
lubricate the surface of the bore slightly, 
and we're becoming more and more 
convinced that it helps prevent an 
excessive buildup of copper fouling on 
the firing of the first round through a clean 
barrel. 

Benchrest groups and aggregates are 
getting smaller all the time. While no one 
can really say whether this is due to 
better equipment or an ‘improvement in 
the breed,”’ one thing’s for sure: you can’t 
leave much to chance these days. 

During a recent chronograph session 
with a varmint (hunting) rifle we con- 
ducted a short experiment with drop 
tubes for powder measures. Using the 
same five cases and varying only the 
length of the drop tube used, we found 
some fairly sizeable differences in ex- 
treme velocity spread and standard de- 
viation. 

This little test included 2”, 4”, 6” and 
8” drop tubes. The cartridge was the 223 
Remington. With H335 powder, best 
accuracy (along with lowest extreme 
spread and standard deviation) came 
with a 4” drop tube. Changing to H-4895 
powder, the 6” drop tube seemed to work 
best. 

I say ‘‘seemed to work best’’ as the test 
was far too limited to be conclusive. But 
I'm curious enough now to repeat the 
whole thing with a bench rifle to prove to 
myself whether or not the drop tube is a 
variable we should be looking at in our 
reloading practice.

BARREL 
FOULING 


Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck, USAF(Ret)

Barrel fouling has always been with us 
and will continue to be with us in the 
foreseeable future. We address two 
forms of fouling. The first is powder 
fouling, the second, copper fouling. Both 
cut into accuracy if allowed to accumu- 
late. | suspect that any number of match 
barrels are replaced when accuracy falls 
below acceptable levels and is the result 
of fouling of one or both types rather than 
a worn out barrel. This opinin was for- 
mulated after talking to barrel makers 
who inspect barrels that have quit 
shooting and by watching some com- 
petitors clean their rifles at matches, 
often little more than a lick and a promise. 

Powder residue gets burnt and ironed 
into the surface of the bore when the 
bullet passes over it and becomes more 
difficult to remove as more and more 
rounds are fired. Some powders leave a 
residue that is more difficult to remove 
than others. Winchester Ball powders as 
well as some of the other ball powders are 
often found to be the culprit. That in itself 
is no reason not to use these powders. 
Using these powders, we must really 
clean often and properly. There are a 
number of reports from barrel makers 
and gunsmiths that powder fouling levels 
are experienced in amounts that are 
impossible to remove short of lapping. 
Any powder, ball, flake or tubular, leave 
fouling behind and must be removed and 
controlled to maintain the barrel’s best 
performance. Proper brush fit, good 
cleaning solvent and proper procedures 
are a must. 

Copper fouling, the thin smeared 
copper wash throughout the barrel, is 
experienced from the very first round 
fired and continues to develop further as 
more rounds are fired. New barrels ex- 
perience greater amounts of build up than 
older barrels as a rule. Regardless of any 
coatings that are deposited on the sur- 
face of the bore, some level of copper will 
be deposited. At lower levels, it is difficult 
to see. In an effort to overcome copper 
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fouling the late Harvey Donaldson had 
bullets plated with cadmium with some 
level of success. 

Hoppe’s 9 has served us well. When 
nitrobenzene was removed from Hoppe’s 
a few years back, little change except 
perhaps a slowing of its action to remove 
the copper wash in the barrel. And be 
aware that nitrobenzene is deadly stuff! 
Hoppe’s often takes time and several 
treatments to keep copper build up under 
control. It must remain in the bore for 
sometime to get full benefit of its copper 
removal ability. Further, at some point its 
action on the copper wash stops even if 
additional copper is present. 

Back in 1961 along came J.B. Cleaning 
Compound. It arrived with mixed reac- 
tions. Some thought it the greatest thing 
since miniskirts and girls while others 
thought it was as bad as a head cold on 
a honeymoon. It’s probably something in 
between. Misused, it can do some 
damage; properly used, it will do the job. 
The important thing is to make very sure 
that ALL the J.B. is removed from the 
bore before firing the rifle again. Cur- 
rently, Allie Euber uses J.B. between 
relays. Not only does he have the habit 
of winning everything in sight, he gets 
acceptable barrel life with top barrel 
accuracy. This rather shoots down the 
old wives tales about J.B. wearing out a 
barrel. 

Both Hoppe’s and J.B. are designed to 
remove both powder and copper fouling. 
The copper fouling removal in Hoppe’s as 
well as other bore solvent is accom- 
plished by ammonia within the solvent. 
Ammonia is a colorless, pungent gas 
suspended in a liquid. When the liquid is 
exposed to the air it slowly evaporates 
out of the liquid into the surrounding air. 
Therefore, there is a limited time that the 
ammonia can work on the copper. The 
more ammonia in the solvent, the quicker 
and the longer it will be effective. Am- 
monia is also very corrosive so far as 
steel is concerned and the bore cleaning 


solvents are therefore made up of oils 
that will prevent rust and corrosion from 
developing while the ammonia is present 
and protects the steel thereafter as it 
would have been protected with just oil. 
The proper oil selection is an important 
factor in the making of any bore cleaner 
that will be in the barrel for any great 
length of time. When the copper wash is 
first attacked by the ammonia in a fluid 
state, the copper can be seen on a 
cleaning patch as a blue/purple color. 
When the fluid drys out the copper is seen 
as a green color on the cleaning patch. 
We seldom see the blue-purple color with 
Hoppe’s because the ammonia is quite 
low and slow to get busy on the copper. 

Most cleaning solvents for barrel 
cleaning do little more than a passively 
good job at getting powder fouling loose 
and cleaned out. J.B. does clean up this 
fouling quite well. As the rear end of the 
barrel just forward of the chamber starts 
to erode and become burnt due to use 
and age, the powder fouling becomes 
even more of a problem to properly re- 
move, while the copper wash will develop 
somewhat slower because the forward 
part of the barrel is slicked up by bullet 
passage IF proper cleaning has been 
carried out over the life of the barrel. The 
bottom line is the gent that stays after 
both kinds of fouling gets the best barrel 
life and accuracy! 

The faster the bullet velocity through 
the barrel the higher levels and rates of 
copper fouling will be found to develop. 
We seldom ever remove all the copper 
from within the barrel between relays. 
The solvents that we have been using 
just haven’t got time to get to work on it. 
Fred Sinclair has inspected barrels with 
the bore scope that we all would suspect 
of being clear of copper and found some 
copper still present. Fred has been 
concerned about barrel fouling for some 
time and has never given up on finding a 
method to correct limitations. 

Others have been working on it too. 
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Louis Langlinais gave Fred and Jon Leu 
some information about an item that he 
has found effective and is available from 
Mercury Outboard Motor dealers, 
‘Quicksilver Engine Cleaner’. Jon in- 
forms me that it works like a bandit on 
powder fouling. Sinclair, Inc. is currently 
inclosing an instruction sheet on the use 
of this product with each catalog. Fred 
also recommends Birchwood-Casey No. 
77 in his catalog as well as in these pages 
in the past as an excellent means of 
removing powder fouling. No. 77 is a 
water soluble detergent cleaner for 
cleaning black powder barrels. Sinclair, 
Inc. offers a copper fouling remover 
called Plumbex, a gel that is applied on 
a cleaning brush. It is available in limited 
quantities. 

During the winter of 1981-82 one 
evening | had a phone call from John 
Foster up Montana way. John is a big 
bore shooter and was concerned about 
barrel care and barrel life. He, as a big 
bore shooter, has to fire several 20 round 
boxes of ammo during a stage of fire and 
copper as well as powder fouling tends 
to build up to higher levels than we 
experience in benchrest shooting. He 
was using a solvent that he felt really kept 
up with the problem but was concerned 
that he might damage his Hart match 
barrel. | had never heard of the bore 
cleaner he was using, ‘‘Sweet’s 7.62 
Solvent’. He indicated that he was ex- 
periencing normal and acceptable barrel 
life. | suggested he stay with it. | then got 
a letter off to my good friend Ron 
Marsden, of Panania, N.S.W., Australia, 
Gunsmith, bench shooter, and member of 
the IBS International Committee. 
“Sweet's” is made in Australia, and | 
asked Ron for some information about 
this solvent, for if it will keep up with the 
copper build up that John Foster was 
developing, | was interested. 

Ron promptly sent me a container of 
““Sweet’s’”’ which | tried at once. Fol- 
lowing the instructions on the container 
| tried it on one of my Hart match barrels 
that | felt was clear of all copper based 
on indications of copper on cleaning 
patches. Twenty minutes later, the 
cleaning patch used to dry out the barrel 
indicated that there was some minor level 
of copper left behind, but now removed. 
Asecond application resulted in no green

color on the final patch, and the barrel 
was Clean as a whistle. 

This solvent is heavy on the ammonia. 
You can really smell it. Therefore, some 
concern for the steel developed. Over a 
three month period a section of new Hart 
barrel was kept covered with this solvent 
as well as a polished piece of steel. There 
has been no indication of any change in 
the finish surfaces of either. ‘‘Sweet’s”’ 
has an oil in the solvent that prevents any 
level of corrosion that | have been able to 
detect with high levels of magnification. 
| went to work on a Winchester Model 88 
barrel in .308 that belonged to a friend 
that was in the shop for some work. This 
gent figures that an oily patch through the 
barrel after deer season is more than 
enough attention. We know right off that 
this barrel has no small level of fouling of 
both types. After taking care of other 
problems, this rifle was cleaned with 
‘““Sweet’s’’. In five applications of thirty 
minutes each all evidence of copper was 
gone and | had a small heap of green 
patches! First time this barrel had been 
cleaned since new. | doubt that | could 
have ever gotten all the copper out of this 
barrel with Hoppe’s short of two dozen 
applications and a lot of time. With J.B. 
a great deal of work and scrubbing would 
have been required. 

| got a letter off to Jim Sweet, owner 
of V. Sweet, Maroubra N.S.W. for the 
distributors address here in the U.S. 
Back came a prompt answer. There are 
two distributors; Frank C. Hamm Jr., 17 
Lexington Street, Weston MA 02193 and 
Otto K. Weber, P.O. Box 701, Eugene, 
Oregon 97401. 

The question now is, what cleaning 
agents should we use? Seems to me that, 
since each barrel and its fouling char- 
acteristics are somewhat different, some 
level of trial and error is required over the 
life of the barrel. The least amount of 
abbrasive cleaners and the least amount 
of cleaning rod passes through the bore 
and still get the job done would seem to 
be a valid criterion. It’s possible that a 
cleaning solvent of one type is required 
during a match when cleaning between 
relays while another is required at the end 
of the day’s activities.

George Fullmer’s 
Column 


Dear Dave, 

The following system is somewhat 
controversial. So Ill go on record right at 
the start as saying that it is not rec- 
ommended for Hart or other top or 
super-quality match grade barrels. Not all 
the barrels that come into a gun shop 
answer this description however, and the 
system that I’m going to describe just 
may help some of those ‘‘other’’ barrels 
to a considerable extent. 

Back in the early 60’s and first half of 
the 70’s, | usually worked night shift, if | 
could arrange that. Got up in time to work 
in the gun shop around 10:00 A.M., 
worked ’till noon, had dinner, changed 
clothes, and left for work around 1:00 
P.M. 

Had a friend, Ed, who was just a few 
years younger than my mother. When 
they were in high school together, eve- 
ryone in Oakland knew everybody else in 
Oakland. Ed, who was plagued all his life 
with a heart problem, never to my 
knowledge engaged in any form of 
competitive shooting. He would however 
get two rifles, and shoot them against 
each other .... then try to find out why 
syne shot better than the other.

One time Ed came into my shop with 
two Remington model 722’s, each in .222 
Remington caliber. 

“George, | know that you believe very 
strongly in that borescope of yours. Tell 
me, which one of these two rifles will 
shoot the best?” 

A close examination was given to the 
barrels on the two rifles. ‘‘l am quite 
certain that this one will outshoot the 
other by a good margin. This one has a 
much smoother finish... . the other one 
is all toolmarks and reamer marks.”’

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“Well, George, here are the targets. 
Same bullets, all my match grade bullets, 
made in R.C.B.S. dies. All jackets se- 
lected by weight and wall thickness. Both 
barrels cleaned every 7 or 8 shots.”’ The 
B&A expand up system of bullet making 
had then come into prominence, and Ed 
has his bullet making dies reworked on 
this concept. 

The groups shot with the smooth barrel 
were considerably worse than those shot 
with the rough one. 

Okay, back to the borescope . . . . let’s 
look at this smooth barrel again. Still, no 
sulphur spots or other flaws could be 
found in the smooth barrel. A patch with 
Lathe Center Lubricant was passed 
through the barrel and a short slug upset 
at its breech, just ahead of the leed. 
Carefully pushed this through the barrel, 
and found the answer that we were 
looking for. A roller coaster ride was 
smooth by comparison. Even though the 
barrel surface was smooth, it had tight 
and loose spots. This barrel was later 
replaced with a much better barrel, which 
gave useful service for the rest of Ed’s 
life. 

Now, let’s go over to the other rifle, the 
one with the rough barrel. In Ed’s later 
experiments, this one would shoot well 
for one group, the second group would 
always open up. If the first group was in 
the .350-.500 range, the second one 
would go .500-.600 sure as fate, and 
subsequent groups would continue to 
increase. Shoot fast or slow, one minute 
between shots ....it didn’t matter.... 
it was not a case of letting the barrel cool. 

By this time, those reamer marks were 
beginning to nag at Ed’s mind. He usually 
left my shop in time to wash up at home 
for lunch, and while washing his hands, 
noticed that the Lava soap had a gritty 
feel....

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Next day at the range, he had a bar of 
Lava soap with him. Put a bit of Hoppes 
on the soap, and just let it be. As soon 
as the barrel started to open up the 
groups, Ed cleaned it with Hoppes, until 
he got a clean patch, then switched to 
Hoppes and Lava soap, with long strokes 
completely through the barrel. He told me 
that the grit that came out of that ‘‘clean”’ 
barrel you wouldn't believe! After he got 
it clean with the Lava-Hoppes combi- 
nation, Ed was very careful to get all 
traces out of the barrel with clean pat- 
ches and Hoppes. Lo and behold, for the 
first time Ed was able to get two small 
groups in a row out of the barrel before 
it opened up. In short, over several weeks 
of shooting successive groups, until they 
enlarged, and then cleaning with Lava, 
the gun was eventually at a place where 
20 shots could be fired without appre- 
ciably enlarging its groups. 

| mentioned all this to Tim Bolinger, of 
MATCO .... a strangled, exasperated 
voice came over the phone... . ‘‘are you 
recommending such a system of cleaning 
with our barrels?’’ The good Mr. Bolinger 
sounded about as happy as a grizzly bear 
with a terrible hangover. Definitely not. 
However, chrome-moly barrels, and 
reamer marked stainless, as checked out 
here, IF REAMER MARKED, will be im- 
proved by this system. It will not, of 
course, remove the reamer marks, as it 
is not abrasive enough for that. However,

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like an old file that at one time cut with 
practically no pressure, when the sharp 
edges are gone, you have to push harder 
on it to make it cut .... so does the 
pumice in the Lava soap take the sharp 
edges off the reamer marks. 

Used on a GOOD MATCH GRADE 
STAINLESS though, the barrel steel is 
soft, and subject to being scratched.... 
if in original, good condition, this system 
is less than optimum. 

None of the scouring systems should 
be used without a good deal of thought 
FIRST. If one has a barrel copper-plated 
at the muzzle, and cleans it out with an 
abrasive system, after several abrasive 
scourings one may just find that the rear 
of the barrel bore, which had no copper 
buildup, is now fatter than the muzzle. 
Another possibility, if you like compound 
problems, is that the rear of the rifle bore, 
which had been powder fouled, is now 
tight. . . . ahead of this is a fat area, worn 
by compound... . and then an area near 


the muzzle where the copper is removed, 
but the barrel is tight. If you were keeping 
track, that was tight, loose, and then tight 
as you went up the bore. 

At this time it is apparent that any 
abrasive system should not be under- 
taken lightly, in top quality barrels. 

It would be well if one of our experi- 
mentally inclined members would look 
further into chemically removing both 
copper and carbon fouling in barrels. 
Hoppes is the accepted standard for long 
time cleaning, but it does not, to our 
satisfaction, remove carbon plating in the 
breech area. One of the sulfate acids 
might be what we are looking for, to 
remove copper with no apparent harm to 
the barrel. Would not leave it in there too 
long though, caution is certainly sug- 
gested. 

Just what would remove carbon 
without attacking the steel is a question 
for one of our chemically inclined 
brethren.

Hunter Shoot 


The Hunter benchrest shooter using a 
6MM cartridge usually ends up frustrated 
trying to get the rifle to shoot like his 6 
PPC sporter. 

Benchrest Shooters will settle for 
nothing less than a ‘‘one-holer’’. It seems 
as though cases made from the 22/250 
or 250 savage don’t consistantly perform 
as they should. Checking them on Au- 
dette’s fancy case checker shows the 
variation in wall thickness will run out as 
much as .010 with different lots of brass. 
You can't live with this in today’s com- 
petitions. 

A case we've been experimenting with 
is the 6MM McClarran, a 250 case 
shortened to 1.835, with a 40° shoulder, 
and only .006 body taper. The reamer, by 
Henriksen, has a neck diameter of .261. 

First, | corrected a few problems with 
a Rem. 700 action. | faced the shoulder 
and lugs in action, then straightened the 
threads. | put the mandrel in bolt and 
faced bearing area of the lugs and 
checked the bolt face and it was out .0015 
so | trued the bolt face. 

A new Hart barrel (1 x 14 twist) was 
chambered and fitted to this action. It 
was bedded in a McMillan graphite stock 
on aluminum pillars. 

Now lets attempt to make a perfect 
case. Starting with a 30-06 case, it was 
tapped into a die made with the same 
taper as the case. Then insert the die into 
a collet in the lathe. The case is then cut 
off and bored with the same tool. Cut the 
case off at the shoulder-body junction 
with a small boring bar, then using the 
taper attachment bore the inside of the 
case all the way to the web area. Finished 
wall thickness was about .0135. The case 
length was 2.000. (This step could be

immediately had a problem. When we 
started to push the shoulder back the 
case started to buckle in the mouth and 
neck area. We determined the case was 
too thin where originally cut off. This 
problem was solved by putting case back 
in collet and facing off .050 with an end 
mill in the chuck in the lathe tailstock. 
Now the case length is 1.950. This 
problem could be eliminated by making 
case .050 shorter when originally cut off. 

Then we used a 6 BR form die #1, form 
die #2, and finally the 6 BR ream die. 
While case was in the ream die we used 
the RCBS inside neck reamer. This made 
the neck walls about .012. There was still 
plenty left for neck turning. 

Next step was to trip cases to 1.850 in 
length. After trimmed to length cases 
were then tapped into a short piece of 
barrel | had chambered to push the 
outside neck diameter down enough it 
would chamber. (This step would not be 
necessary if we’d had 22 BR form dies.)

| was asked recently to rework a M.788 
trigger. After reading the excellent article 
by Paul Dorsey in Rifle No. 37 and noting 
that significant changes had been made 
in this more recent trigger | decided to 
draw the trigger housing to scale. 
Couldn’t stop until all the related pieces 
were on the same piece of paper, twice 
actual size in case some printer wanted 
to reproduce it smaller, say with the parts 
actual size. Drawing M-788 is enclosed. 

Drill the housing front and back with a 
pilot 1/8 in. drill, then through both with 
a No. 29 tap drill. Tap the holes 8-32 N.C. 

Cut off the threaded end, about one 
inch, of a machine screw and saw a slot 
in both ends with a hack saw. Chucking 
the ends in a vise held electric drill cut to 
length and finish the job with a flat file. 

Clip the sear spring to 1/2 in. long and 
grind the cut end flat. 

| asked a local friendly spring maker to 
turn out a few trigger springs as they are 
not quite so easy for a duffer like me. If 
anyone prefers to buy rather than make 
just enclose three 20¢ stamps in a 
stamped, addressed envelope, he will 
receive. 

Assemble the trigger and sear in the 
housing, then while pushing down on the

| would appreciate your opinions on 
cartridge selection for 300 meter ISU 
shooting. | am a knowledgeable bench- 
rest shooter and | have been helping a 
friend prepare cases and develop loads 
for 300 meter shooting. My friend, Dave 
Kimes, is a two-time world champion in 
the standard rifle. 

In terms of available bullets and good 
brass to work with, the 7 MM/308 seems 
like a good prospect. If you agree, what 
would your ideas be for chambering 
reamer dimensions and barrel twist? Our 
experience in the past has been with the 
30'06, .308 and 7x57.

Dear Dr. Daniel: 

I’m glad you asked about 300 meter 
cartridges, because it gives me a chance 
to write some things about long range 
bullets that | want everyone to read. 

The Hornady 162 gr. 7 MM HPBT has 
the best ballistic coefficient of any of the 
more accurate long range bullets, so it 
should have the least wind deflection. | 
realize that the heavier .308 bullets from 
Sierra such as the 200 gr. Match King 
come close, but on the average they do 
not have quite the accuracy. The 168 gr. 
.308 Match King is probably the most 
accurate of any of the bullets suitable for 
300 meter. Nevertheless many of the 
better 300 meter shooters i.e. Gary 
Anderson, etc. prefer the heavier 190 or 
200 Match King on windy days. 

The problem with these heavy bullets 
is recoil. Whether or not the shooter 
realizes it, recoil does affect his shooting. 

My recommendation at this time would 
be the 7 MM. I’m not sure you would gain 
much, if anything, by going from the 7x57 
to the 7x.308. My guess is, without direct 
measurement, that their capacities are,

within a grain or two, identical. Twist, if 
you can get 2500 feet per second muzzle 
velccity should not be faster than 10 inch 
nor slower than 11 inch. My experience 
indicates that good high quality barrels 
will work fine with the 11 inch twist, but 
if you want a little factor of safety, 10%” 
would give it. 

If you have been reading my stuff in 
P.S. you should know | am sensitive to 
recoil. Even the 7 MM is too much for me 
in Silhouette competition. So | have been 
using a 6.5 MM on the 6 MM Rem. case. 
At 2800 feet per second muzzle velocity 
the 140 Match King or the 139 grain 
Norma Watch are more than adequate 
against the 500 meter sheep target. It is 
reported that the ram requires a minimum 
of 1000 foot pounds to be sure of 
knocking the target off the pedestal.

Match King has 1180 foot 
pounds at 500 meters when started at 
2800 feet per second. Trouble is the 
accuracy is not better than minute of 
angle at least with the ones | have tried.

feet per second muzzle the 168 .308 
Match King has 1060 foot pounds at 500 
meters. 


My own opinion is that the 6.5’s could 
be improved considerably with some 
shape changes. My experience with the 
6 MM 110 grain and the 95 grain .224 is 
that longer points and shorter boat tails 
improves accuracy. This is purely a 
matter of getting the center of pressure, 
the center of gravity, and the release 
point in the proper relationship to each 
other. The bullet manufacturers could do 
themselves and their customers a great 
service by doing some experimenting 
along this line. | personally feel the old 9 
degree-long boat tail is a detriment to 
accuracy or at least on most of the bullets 
on which it occurs. | also feel that the 
points on long range match bullets should 
not be shorter than 2% to 3 calibers in 
length. With this length of point the 
Hornady ‘‘secant’’ ogive seems to work 
the best.

MAKING A 6MM HUNTER SHOOT 
continued from page 12 

The cases were then stuffed with 12 
Grs Bullseye, filled to neck with good’ole 
corn meal (yellow groups best), and then 
a wad of old fashioned toilet tissue was 
tapped in to hold components in place. 

They were then fire formed in an old 
barrel I'd chambered for a 722 action on 
hand. Chamber was set up about .0005 
short of go-guage. (This was to insure 
easy bolt closing on any rifle chambered 
for these cases.) They formed very good 
with this load. 

After fire-forming cases were trimmed 
to 1.830 in length and necks turned to 
proper wall thickness to use as tight- 
neck. (About .0088 with the bullets we 
were using.) 

Optimism was very high as to how this 
rifle would shoot after going to all the 
trouble to get everything as near perfect 
as possible. 
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After about a week of bad conditions 
a decision was made to shoot the rifle 
with a strong crosswind of approx. 10-15 
MPH (conservative estimate). While 
sighting in, the rifle was cleaned after 
every shot for the first 10 rounds. We 
fired several groups during this range 
session with the largest group around 
.350. All groups were horizontal. There 
was no vertical to speak of. Most groups 
were in the .250 to .300 range. | noticed 
several groups had 3 or 4 shots that 
looked like one. Using loads hot enough 
to flatten primers, bolt closed and opened 
with ease. 

The case walls were again checked 
with the Audette case checker. The wall 
thickness varied .001 or less and head of 
case run out was around .0005 or less. 

The owner of the rifle was very excited 
over the way the rifle performed. He said 
it would shoot with his PPC. | was im- 


pressed but the rifle and cases need more 
testing before a final verdict is reached. 

Some of you BR shooters might try this 
method of making cases. If this should 
work out it would set the BR cartridge on 
fire again. It would insure consistent wall 
thickness. Also it should help the thick 
brass problem in the shoulder area 
usually experienced in forming the 
shorter cases such as the BR. Usually 
this problem tends to make the bolt hard 
to open and close. 

If you don’t think boring cases will help, 
try some of your PPC cases on the 
Audette checker. It might change your 
mind. They are by far the best cases I’ve 
ever seen. 

Making these cases involved a lot of 
work but a benchrest shooter will go to 
any length trying to get just a little extra 
out of his rifle.

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MORE ON BARREL BLOCKS 


Dear Dave: 

Many thanks for the copy of Fred's 
“Something to Think About’ regarding 
barrel clamps. His last paragraph refers 
to unrestricted rifles that are using a 
barrel block — and that reminds me of a 
story — Once upon a time a fellow had 
a rail gun, rare at the time, that other 
shooters loved to touch, slide back and 
forth, and otherwise fondle and finger. 
This fellow grew tired of the unwanted 
handling of his pride and joy so he had 
engraved on the side of the block, in small 
letters, ‘If you are close enough to read 
this you are too damn close.” That ex- 
presses my thoughts about clamping 
barrel blocks — if you are clamping them 
tight enough to change the bore diameter 
you are clamping them too darn tight! (I 
don’t say bad words like the fellow in the 
story.) 

Anyway — there’s a better way to go. 
Glue your action into a Davidson unre- 
stricted 214’ sleeve, counterbored to 
accept up to a 1%” barrel — then glue the 
sleeved action into a block. If you are 
using one of the custom unlimited ac- 
tions, such as Cousin Allan’s, then glue 
the foreward part of the action, up to the 
loading port, into the block, leaving the 
rear of the action to float. This method 
should (I. think) eliminate stress and allow 
more flexibility in barrel selection, limited 
only by sleeve counterbore, or in the case 
of a custom action, counterbore of the 
block.

My son’s heavy bench rifle is done this 
way and it sure does shoot.

Dear Dave: 

Damn it, the printer goofed up the wind 
deflection formula. | want shooters to use 
this seriously. For this reason | want to 
explain in words the printer can print. 

It really is a simple thing. All you need 
to do is multiply the lag time by the wind 
velocity. Lag time is the difference in time 
of flight, over the range you are using, 
between actual time and time in a vac- 
uum. Let’s go over that again. Lag time 
is the time lost by the bullet due to air 
friction. 

The best way to approximate lag time 


is to either measure the muzzle velocity 
and the down range velocity or take them 
from the hand books. Average the two 
and calculate the actual time of flight by 
dividing the range in feet by the average 
velocity. Since time in a vacuum would be 
without loss. The muzzle velocity is then 
used to calculate the time in a vacuum by 
dividing the range in feet, by the muzzle 
velocity. The difference between these 
two times is the lag time in seconds within 
3 or 4 percent. 

Since we would like to have the answer 
in inches, we will need the wind velocity 
in inches per second. If the wind velocity 
is only available in miles per hour it needs 
to be converted by multiplying by the 
number of inches in a mile and dividing by 
the number of seconds in an hour. 
Multiplying the wind velocity in miles per 
hour by 17.6 will convert to inches per 
second also. 

As an example take the .224 - 52 gr. 
HPBT or the 62 gr. .243 HPBT or flat 
base, they all have the same velocity loss. 
If the muzzle velocity is 3400 feet per 
second, the 100 yard velocity is 3021 
according to the Sierra hand book. The 
average is 3210 so the actual flight time 
is 3210 divided into 300 feet or .093458 
seconds. The time without loss is 300 
feet divided by 3400 feet per second or 
.088235 seconds. The difference, or lag 
time, is .005223 seconds. If the cross 
wind is 10 miles per hour this is 176 
inches per second so the 100 yard de- 
flection would be 176 times .005223 or 
.92 inches. 

This does not agree exactly with 
Sierras stated wind deflection of .95 
inches due to.the approximation of the 
time of flight. It is close enough for all 
practical purposes.
